Care  has 
been  exercised  in  the  details  and  preparation  of  the  tables,  and  in  the 
officers’  reports — so  as  to  present  a  succinct  and  yet  sufficiently  compre¬ 
hensive  statement  of 'each  part  of  the  Department  under  our  care.  It  is 
therefore  respectfully  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STEWARD  OF  THE  ALMSHOUSE. 


To  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  present  you  with  my  “Annual  Report,”  for 
the  year  1865,  representing  the  condition  of  the  Institution  for  the  past 
year,  and  also  its  requirements  for  the  next. 

There  have  been  constructed  Bath  Houses,  for  both  the  men’s  and 
women’s  out-wards,  each  capable  of  bathing  or  washing  about  ten  per¬ 
sons  at  one  time,  being  nine  feet  six  inches  long,  seven  feet  wide,  four  feet 
and  four  inches  deep,  in  form  of  a  pool  sunk  in  the  ground,  which  will  be 
conducive  to  health  and  cleanliness,  and  much  superior  to  the  old  plan  of 
washing,  one  at  a  time. 

New  joist,  floors,  &c.,  have  been  placed  in  the  Clinic  building,  making 
it  stronger  and  more  permanent  than  when  originally  built;  the  plas¬ 
tering  is,  as  yet,  unfinished,  the  appropriation  not  being  sufficient  to  com¬ 
plete  it. 

In  the  early  part  of  October,  the  Ice  House,  (from  the  effect  of  a  storm 
and  the  pressure  of  the  embankment,)  caved  in.  It  has  been  rebuilt, 
with  stronger  walls,  a  good  roof,  and  relined  with  boards,  and  is  now  in  a 
good  condition  for  the  reception  of  ice. 

The  Heating  Apparatus  has  been  introduced  throughout  the  Children’s 
Asylum,  and  is  now  completed,  and  fully  answers  our  expectations.  It  is 
a  perfect  success,  the  expense  incurred  being  about  $5,49*7  24. 

We  now  only  need  the  introduction  of  the  heat  in  the  men’s  out-wards 
to  make  the  heating  apparatus  complete  throughout  the  entire  Institution. 
This,  I  hope,  we  will  be  able  to  finish  during  the  coming  spring  and  sum¬ 
mer.  It  will  then  be,  (perhaps,)  the  largest  connected  series  of  buildings 
in  this  country  heated  by  steam. 

Considerable  repairing  will  be  required  the  present  year.  The  build¬ 
ings  need  painting  throughout,  particularly  the  men’s  out-wards,  parts  of 
which,  I  believe,  have  not  been  repainted  since  the  house  was  built,  now 
over  thirty-four  years. 

I  would  again  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  the 
construction  of  Water  Closets  in  the  Old  Women’s  Asylum;  they  certainly 
are  much  needed  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  aged  and  infirm; 
and  they  should  likewise  be  introduced  in  some  of  the  Old  Men’s  Wards, 
similarly  situated,  and  subject  to  the  same  wants. 
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The  sewerage  or  drainage  of  the  yards  and  house  is  in  a  very  bad  con¬ 
dition,  not  having  sufficient  fall  to  carry  off  the  water,  &c.  It  should  be 
rebuilt,  with  proper  grade  and  shape,  so  as  to  rectify  the  present  difficul¬ 
ties;  and  Water  Closets  should  be  constructed  over  them  and  so  arranged 
as  to  guard  against  the  throwing  of  rubbish  into  them,  thereby  obstructing 
the  free  passage  of  the  drain,  and  to  prevent  the  odor  arising  therefrom. 

It  would  also,  no  doubt,  be  beneficial  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
inmates  of  the  Hospital,  if  the  manufacturing  of  soap  were  removed  from 
the  cellar  to  some  suitable  place  in  the  yard,  adjacent  to  the  factory. 

The  mortality  of  the  house  has  been  somewhat  greater  the  past  year, 
owing  to  the  prevalence  of  the  typhoid  and  typhus  fevers,  in  the  early  part 
of  the  season.  With  that  exception,  the  Institution  has  been  as  healthy 


as  usual.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  tables,  that  during  the  year  1865,  there 
were  admitted  into  the  Insane  Department  of  the  Almshouse,  359  patients, 
of  whom  165  were  men,  and  194  were  women.  These,  added  to  the  num¬ 
ber  remaining  in  the  Institution  on  the  1st  of  January,  viz. :  202  men 
and  360  women=562,  gives  a  total  of  921  patients,  who  were  under 
treatment  during  the  year,  of  whom  367  were  men,  and  554  were  women. 

There  were  discharged,  during  the  same  period,  a  total  of  353,  of  whom 
168  were  men,  and  185  were  women.  Of  these,  174,  viz.,  82  men  and  92 
women,  were  discharged  cured;  51,  viz.,  27  men  and  24  women,  were  dis¬ 
charged  improved ;  16,  viz.,  7  men  and  9  women,  were  discharged  unim¬ 
proved  ;  and  112,  viz.,  52  men  and  60  women,  died. 

As  compared  with  1864,  the  admissions,  during  the  past  year,  were 
five  less,  the  discharges  seventeen  more,  and  the  total  increase  for  the 
year  is  six.

Our  Manufacturing  Department  has  reached  hut  a  partially  developed 
condition,  yet  it  has  been  a  very  important  adjunct  in  the  treatment  of  the 
patients,  calming  excitement  by  giving  employment  to  the  mind.  I  re¬ 
gard  this  as  one  of  the  most  important  means  at  our  command  in  the 
curative  treatment  of  insanity.

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There  was  nothing  peculiar  in  the  operations  of  this  department  during 
the  year.  Our  mortality  was  very  heavy.  Thirty-seven  of  those  who 
died,  were  patients  who  had  been  in  this  institution  for  three  years  and 
upwards — one  of  them  over  twenty-five  years.  The  mortality  was  also 
largely  increased  by  decrepit  old  men  and  women,  suffering,  not  from 
insanity,  but  from  imbecility  of  old  age,  who  did  not  properly  belong  in 
this  department,  and  who  ought  not  to  have  been  here.  Such  persons 
frequently  die  within  a  very  few  days  after  their  admission.  Twenty-four 
persons  died  within  a  month  after  their  admission,  and  eleven,  within  a 
week. 

The  increase  in  our  numbers  for  the  year  was  only  sis.  The  total 
increase  since  January  1st,  1860,  soon  after  I  took  charge  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  is  129,  being  an  average  of  21.5  a  year.  In  a  special  communication 
during  the  past  year,  I  called  your  attention  to  the  imperative  necessity 
of  increasing  the  accommodations  of  this  department,  and  of  providing 
separate  rooms  for  certain  patients,  and  suggested  a  plan  for  the  tempo¬ 
rary  accomplishment  of  the  object.  I  trust  that  this  matter  will  receive 
early  attention,  for  something  must  be  done  soon,  to  relieve  the  crowded 
condition  of  our  wards. 

My  experience  and  observation  in  this  institution,  have  led  me  to  see 
the  necessity  of  some  provision  being  made  for  the  care  of  inebriates. 
This  class  of  the  community  contribute  largely  to  swell  our  numbers,  and 
those  who  become  insane  from  drink,  are  among  the  most  troublesome 
and  costly  of  our  patients.  Since  our  legislators  will  not  pass  laws  against 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  drinks,  there  will  be  drunkards  in  the  community, 
to  become  a  burden  on  our  public  institutions.  The  State  of  New  York 
has  done  the  next  best  thing  to  passing  a  prohibitory  liquor  law;  viz. : 
established  an  asylum,  or  rather,  hospital,  for  the  cure  of  inebriates. 
This  is  located,  at  Binghampton,  and  has  been  the  means  of  doing  great 
good. 

Ever  since  my  connection  with  this  Institution,  I  have  urged  the 
importance  of  its  independent  organization.  It  cannot  be  efficiently  con¬ 
ducted  under  the  present  management.  The  following  are  arguments  that 
I  would  present  in  this  connection,  and  I  trust  that  the  Board  will  exert 
their  powerful  influence  to  bring  about  so  desirable  a  change  in  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  insane  poor  of  Philadelphia. 

That  there  are  a  great  many  persons  resident  in  this  community  who 
are  deprived  of  their  reason,  a  visit  to  the  wards  of  the  various  hospitals 
for  the  insane  in  the  city,  will  sufficiently  testify.  In  this  institution, 
there  are  nearly  six  hundred  of  them. 

The  care  of  these  insane  devolves  on  some  one.  It  is  neither  safe, 
economical,  nor  humane  to  have  them  kept  at  home.  A  public  institution 
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is  the  only  proper  place  for  them.  If  their  friends  are  unable  to  provide 
for  their  admission  into  one  of  the  model  public  or  private  institutions 
that  are  the  pride  of  our  city,  the  only  alternative  now,  is  to  send  them  to 
the  Almshouse. 

An  intermediate  institution ,  where  a  moderate  hoard  of  two  or  three 
dollars  a  week  would  he  a  compensation ,  is  a  desideratum ,  which,  I  trust , 
a  not.  far  distant  future  will  provide. 

The  prime  object,  in  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  should  be  the  curative 
treatment  of  the  patients.  The  idea  that  an  institution  for  the  insane  is 
simply  an  asylum  to  keep  persons  in  who  are  deprived  of  their  reason,  is 
exploded,  and  these  institutions  are  now  regarded  as  hospitals  for  their 
curative  treatment. 

It  is  cheaper  as  well  as  more  humane  to  cure  ten  insane  persons,  whose 
average  residence  is  a  few  months,  than  to  keep  one  his  life-time.  Early 
and  judicious  treatment  will  keep  the  numbers  down.  Provision  for  the 
insane  does  not  increase  their  number,  it  only  very  properly  aggregates 
them. 

Facilities  for  curative  treatment  is  the  great  leant  in  the  insane  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Almshouse.  Government,  employment ,  exercise ,  medicine  and 
restraint  are  the  means  to  be  used,  all  which  should  be  applied  judiciously. 

Employment  is  given  to  a  limited  extent — (1.)  in  a  small  garden;  (2.) 
in  a  sewing-room ;  (3.)  in  a  shoe-shop.  We  should  have  more  facilities 
for  employing  the  patients.  As  a  curative,  as  well  as  economical  measure, 
they  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  put  at  some  sort  of  employment  as 
soon  as  they  enter  the  Hospital,  before  indolent  habits  are  formed. 

We  sadly  need  room  for  out-door  exercise — grounds  for  promenading, 
ball-playing,  a  gymnasium,  shady  groves  to  invite  the  melancholic  out  into 
the  open  air.  The  confinement  of  our  wards,  and  limited  and  foul  yards 
— rendered  so  by  reason  of  defective  plan  and  sewerage — is  a  great  draw¬ 
back  to  successful  treatment. 

The  necessary  means  to  meet  the  urgent  wants  indicated  above,  can 
certainly  be  provided  without  extravagant  expenditure,  and  the  invest¬ 
ment  will  most  assuredly  command  a  good  interest,  in  saving  money,  in 
affording  comfort  and  consolation  to  the  afflicted,  and  in  the  blessings  of 
the  poor. 

The  city  has  it  in  contemplation  to  establish  a  house  of  correction. 
The  very  name  is  suggestive  of  vice  and  immorality,  not  to  say,  crime. 
For  this  purpose,  a  strong  building  will  have  to  be  provided  somewhere,  and 
it  is  proposed  to  purchase  a  farm,  and  erect  suitable  buildings  thereon. 
Now,  why  should  not  the  insane — very  many  of  whom  are  so,  through  “  the 
visitation  of  God,”  and  not  through  any  direct  agency  for  which  they 
are  responsible; — why  not  let  these  unfortunate  ones  have  the  benefit  of 
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a  location  farther  removed  from  the  annoyance  of  idlers,  with  buildings 
and  grounds  adapted  to  their  curative  treatment  ? 

The  building  now  occupied  by  the  insane,  would  seem  to  be  well  adap¬ 
ted  to  the  purposes  of  a  house  of  correction,  or  could  easily  be  made  so. 
The  walls  are  thick  and  strong,  much  thicker  and  stronger  than  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  insane,  but  none  too  strong  for  a  house  of  correction.  The 
wing  wards  are  adapted  to  purposes  of  confinement — while  the  open  wards 
would  make  good  work-shops,  and  the  whole  is  well  secured  by  high  walls. 
The  close  proximity  to  the  city,  and  to  the  Almshouse,  would  also  seem  to 
be  a  desideratum. 

If  new  buildings  must  be  erected, — in  the  name  of  humanity,  and  for  the 
sake  of  economy,  let  the  insane  have  the  benefit  of  a  location,  and  of  build¬ 
ings  adapted  to  their  curative  treatment.  Give  them  a  location  where  they 
can  have  plenty  of  pure  air,  sunlight  and  room. 

If,  however,  they  are  to  remain  where  they  are,  the  time  is  not  far  dis¬ 
tant  when  additional  buildings  will  have  to  be  erected  on  the  ground 
adjoining,  for  their  accommodation. 

Among  other  means  to  employ  the  time  and  attention  of  the  patients, 
several  evening  entertainments  were  given  by  different  musical  clubs  and 
volunteer  associations,  for  which  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks.  These 
useful  adjuncts  in  the  treatment  of  the  patients,  will  be  continued  as  oppor¬ 
tunity  offers. 

Our  institution  met  with  a  heavy  loss,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  in 
the  death  of  Rev.  Edward  C.  Jones,  who,  for  about  fifteen  years,  acted  as 
chaplain,  conducting  services  twice  a  week.  His  work  was  a  voluntary 
contribution  to  the  comfort  and  consolation  of  the  insane  poor  of  Philadel¬ 
phia.  Since  his  death,  Rev*  F.  C.  Pearson,  and  other  clergymen  of  vari¬ 
ous  denominations,  have  preached  for  us  on  the  Sabbath. 

During  the  year,  I  have  enjoyed  the  very  efficient  aid,  successively,  of 
Drs.  Bartles,  Sparks,  and  A.  M.  Shew,  as  Assistant  Physicians. 

The  Committee  of  your  Board,  having  the  special  supervision  of  this 
department,  gave  me  their  hearty  co-operation  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties,  as  did  also  the  Steward,  the  Matron,  the  Housekeeper,  and  Super¬ 
visor  of  the  wards,  and  the  subordinate  officers  having  the  immediate 
oversight  of  the  patients.  Respectfully  submitted.

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ANNUAL  REPORT?  OF  TREASURER  OF  THE  BOARD. 

To  Board  of  Guardians  of  Poor  : 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  Rules  of 
the  Board,  the  undersigned,  Treasurer,  reports  the  total  amount  of  moneys 
paid  over  to  the  City  Treasurer,  from  this  Department,  during  the  year 
1865,  just  closed.  It  will  be  perceived,  by  reference  to  his  last  annual 
Report,  that  it  falls  considerably  below  the  estimate  made  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year,  and  also  short  of  that  paid  over  in  the  previous  year, 
(1864,)  in  all  the  items  from  which  revenue  is  derived.  How  this  occurs, 
it  is  not  for  your  Treasurer  to  account,  except  of  that  of  the  Tax  on 
Emigrants,  there  having  been  few  or  no  arrivals  at  this  port  for  the  last 
five  or  six  months;  but  as  regards  collections,  in  support  cases,  and  re¬ 
ceipts  from  the  House,  it  would  seem  should  be  larger,  rather  than  less, 
from  the  presumed  increase  of  cases  and  the  larger  number  in  the  House 
belonging  to  other  counties,  which  should  be  held  responsible  tto  this  De-' 
partment  for  their  maintenance ;  and  the  undersigned  would  beg  to  sug¬ 
gest  that  a  rigid  enforcement  be  made  upon  such  delinquent  parties  as  may 
be  found  upon  our  books,  for  the  keep  of  such  inmates  as  have  fallen  upon 
our  charge,  and  properly  belonging  somewhere  else.

Gentlemen  : — As  Out-door  Agent,  having  charge  of  the  City  Office, 
I  respectfully  report  that  the  usual  number  of  applications  for  advice  and 
relief  have  been  made  during  the  year,  ending  December  31st,  1865. 

In  that  time  I  have  had  issued  five  hundred  and  fifty-eight  warrants,  in 
Support  and  Bastardy  cases,  and  attended  to  having  them  prosecuted  in 
Court. 

I  have  also  had  issued  thirty-three  warrants  of  seizures,  which  I  have 
had  prosecuted  in  Court.

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REPORT  OF  RECORDING  CLERK. 


February  14th,  1866. 

To  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Philadelphia  Almshouse. 

Gentlemen  In  compliance  with  the  duties  of  Recording  Clerk,  I 
have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  Report  of  the  Hospital  Depart¬ 
ment  for  1865  : 

During  the  year,  six  thousand  and  seventy-six  (6,076)  patients  were 
treated ;  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-nine  (4,589)  were  cured ; 
six  hundred  and  fifty-six  (656)  died ;  and  four  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  (477)  remained  under  treatment. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-three  (243)  women  were  confined,  giving  birth 
to  two  hundred  and  forty-six  (246)  children. 

Compared  with  last  year,  the  mortality  of  the  House  is  increased.  This 
increase  is  mainly  due  to  an  epidemic  of  typhus  fever ,  which  prevailed 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  partly  to  the  great  number  of  found¬ 
lings  admitted,  and  a  consequent  greater  mortality. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  rate  of  mortality :

The  Foundling  Ward  should,  in  no  wise,  be  considered  a  part  of  the 
General  Hospital.  The  high  rate  of  mortality  always  attendant  upon  the 
rearing  of  foundlings,  invalidates  the  correctness  of  the  General  Report  by 
increasing  the  rate  of  mortality. 

Many  of  the  inmates  of  the  House,  who  were  exposed  to  typhus  fever, 
were  attacked  by  it,  and,  in  almost  every  case,  with  fatal  result.  The 
housekeeper,  the  nurse  of  the  Female  Medical  Ward,  and  a  number  of  the 
assistants  fell  victims  to  the  malignancy  of  the  disease. 

A  much  larger  proportionate  mortality  occurred  in  this  class  of  patients, 
than  in  those  admitted  from  without.  Many  of  the  latter,  under  decided 
stimulation  and  sustaining  treatment ,  rallied  promptly  and  convalesced 
rapidly. 

The  treatment  of  so  large  a  number  of  this  class  of  patients,  greatly  in¬ 
creased  the  consumption  of  stimulants,  as  likewise  that  of  beef,  mutton, 
chickens,  eggs,  &c.

I  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  Board  to  the  over¬ 
crowded  condition  of  the  Female  Venereal  Ward,  and  recommend  a  di¬ 
vision  of  this  ward  into  two  Departments,  one  for  abandoned  characters, 
the  other  for  those  admitted  the  first  time,  many  of  whom  show  a  willing¬ 
ness  to  reform ;  and  if  the  immoral  and  debasing  influence  of  those  who  are 
almost  continual  residents  of  the  ward  could  be  prevented,  a  small  propor¬ 
tion,  at  least,  might  become  useful  members  of  society. 

The  present  ventilation  of  the  House  is  excellent.  The  heating  ar¬ 
rangement,  so  far  as  completed,  gives  general  satisfaction.  The  Children’s 
Asylum  has  certainly  never  before  been  so  comfortable.  Similar  means 
of  ventilation  would  much  improve  the  Nursery  and  Obstetrical  Wards. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  Puerperal  Peritonitis  made  its  ap¬ 
pearance  in  the  Obstetrical  Department,  threatening  to  be  epidemic.  The 
Lying-Iu  Ward  wras  immediately  vacated,  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  white¬ 
washed,  and  disinfectants  employed. 

The  physician  in  charge  of  the  cases,  attended  no  confinements  for  two 
weeks.  At  the  end  of  one  month,  patients  were  again  admitted  to  the 
ward,  no  return  of  the  disease  following.  The  prompt  hygienic  measures 
adopted  seem  to  have  arrested  the  spread  of  the  disease,  but  three  cases 
occurring,  all  of  which  were  attacked  within  seventy-two  hours  of  each 
other. 

Dr.  Jno.  S.  Parry  carefully  examined  such  records  as  could  be  obtained 
of  this  ward,  and  reports  as  follows  : 

“  Cases  of  Puerperal  Peritonitis  occurred  in  the  house  every  year,  from 
1841  to  1858,  except  during  1844  and  1845.” 

“In  January  and  February,  1849,  the  disease  prevailed  as  an  epidemic, 
at  the  end  of  which  time  the  ward  was  vacated  for  four  weeks.” 
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“It  appeared  again,  as  an  epidemic,  about  the  middle  of  December, 
1855.  From  this  time  to  the  27th  of  February,  the  year  following,  twenty 
cases  occurred,  of  which  thirteen  died  and  seven  recovered.” 

Excepting  the  epidemic  of  Typhus  Fever,  there  has  been  no  unusual 
visitation  of  disease  to  the  House.  The  Children’s  Asylum  has  been  pecu- 
liarily  exempt,  but  fourteen  deaths  occurring  in  the  year. 

The  general  condition  of  the  House  is  very  good;  but  accepting  the 
possibility  of  cholera  visiting  Philadelphia  the  coming  summer,  we  should 
adopt  every  means  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  entire  Institu¬ 
tion,
